I'vejcapt 
busy with efforts to get the best possible use of what I've obtained lately. In some 
cases there is reluctance, in others interest that is ld.12.ed on desks and in still 
others good prospect. Only time will tell and I can't begin to go into all the efforts. 
Some may not have reached out there but were good in the east. Sight now the AS is 
considering a special stroy on the l/22 transcript (and if it goes it may only be a 
beginning) and there is the promise that it will be put into the Congressional 
Record soon.

They arc also playing g. mes. For example, they will not supply us with anything 
that is in the .archives, leaving it to us tc figure out what any one paper there 
means or relates to. We've asked, the Archives for everything, including what X already 
have. On the chance you have anything that A may not or may have had stolen or misfiled 
Jim wan to have asked you for a copy of everything you have relating to both spectro 
and BAA. This will also give me a check on the Archives, which has yet to neist 
this request. Send to Jim. if you will, please, not me. 

There is one thing unique about this case and the judge virtually said so in 
court: Congress in effect passed a law directing the DJ and FBI to give as this stuff.

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may easily be a follow-up, on which J, started today.
